Tuts Theatre commenced its season last night, with a revival of 
Dryden’s Opera Arthur and Emmeline, with the beautiful music of 
Purcell, in this age of refinement, education and intellect, every-body 
reads, consequently every-body knows Dryden’s story of Arthur and 
Emmeline, we shall only therefore have occasion to speak of the act- 
ting, and getting up, which are extremely creditable to this theatre. 
Miss Kelly enactedHmmeline, and wherever she had the opportunity to 
display talent fully came up to the wishes of her warmest admirers ; 
we would instance the scene in which by the enchantments of Merlin 
she is restored to sight, as one of her peculiar triumphs ; her agitated 
eager delight as she recognizes different objects; it was one of those 
genuine touches of nature one seldom sees, and never forgets. Mr. 
Perkias enacted the hero Arthur, this gentleman, as we feared, has 
been utterly spoiled by the injudicious praises of his friends and the 
press who were (and we confess ourselves of the number) taken in 
by his performance of Rocca, in The Gracle ; he was then told that 
he would one day do something, consequently determined to fulfil! 
the prophecy, he does a great deal too much, and raves and pumps 
ont the most commdn sentiments and unimportant remarks with bom- 
bastic and ridiculous violence. 

We were glad to find Mr. Chapman, from Covent Garden heres he 
is an actor of much excellent judgment, which he, last night, evinced 
in his performance of Merlin. Mr. H. Phillips recited as miserably, 
and sung as well as usual. Mr. Thorne as the fiend Grimbald, grunted 
and taiked fiendishly, really with very good effect ; while Miss Gow- 
ard, as the gentle spirit Philidel, played with the most fascinating 
archness and naiveté, with now and then a dash of the pathetic, quite 
a la Kelly—Miss Goward is a very improving actress. Miss Hamilton, 
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as Venue, neither enchanted us ‘by her Jooks or her singing; yet, it is 
but fair to state, that in the latter, she had not much opportunity af- 
forded her for display. We must not omit to speak of Miss Boden, 
her singing was as always extremely sweet, and is now acquiring more 
power. ‘Phe Opera is not got up with any great splendour ; the Alle- 
gorical Masque at the end is a very poor affair. We pitied poor Miss 

Wills, who did Brittannia, she stood looking likethe tail of a magnified 

penny-piece, for halfan hour on a coral rock. At the conclusion ‘God 

save the King’ was given by the characters, with the addition of Mr. G. 

Penson in black, a lady in white, and Mrs. Weippert in pink and 

plumes, who came on, we suppose, to be admired, as they were no other 

use but to mar the effect of the concluding setne by the difference of 
costume. A new Melo Drama, entitled The Cornish Miners, followed : 
the plot is not very intelligible, and was doubtless suggested by the ac- 
cident at the Thames Tunnel; as we have not space to devote to it 
sufficient to make our readers comprehend it, we must defer, until to- 
morrow, giving what plot there is, suffice it to say, the piece was well 
acted and favorably received.
